The 
NW corner was set according to an old fence comer intersection. This comer is 
suspect as there was a pinched pipe and a rebar further along the line to the west. 
However, the fence comer fits the topomap well and also a treeline headina west and 
an old fence line (buried) heading east. The fence to the south also lines up with 
this fence comer. The NE comer was a good looking stone with,a prominent notch in 
it. The SE corner is vague and was set to approximate the intersection o/ 3 old 
fences running N, E, and W and also a tree line heading south .j
